THE DEVELOPMENT of the new 
Southend United football stadium 
may have moved a step closer. 

Southend Council agreed to the 
club's demand of reducing a pay¬ 
ment to the town centre from £6.2 
million to £3.5 million. 

Council chiefs have said club 
chairman Ron Martin has to pay £1 
million up front before plans got 
under way. 

The renewal of the application 
will see a nightclub and football 
training facility at the site demol¬ 
ished. 

They will be replaced by a 22,000 
seater football stadium, including a 
114 bedroom hotel. 

A total of 67 flats will also be 
built with basement parking along 
with retail units totalling 16,400 sq 
metres. 

Planning permission was granted 


in 2008 for the £100m project, but 
recently run out. 

In a letter to the council the club 
said they and Sainsbury’s are still 
fully committed to the develop¬ 
ments. 

They added: “But the develop¬ 
ments must make financial sense. 

“At present viability is on a knife 
edge. 

“To be deliverable, the whole 
package must be financially viable. 

“The scheme was conceived in an 
entirely different world when the 
offer of £6m was made in 2007 and 
we, along with many others, could 
not have foreseen the financial 
landscape today.” 

Councillor David Norman, who 
chaired the development control 
meeting, said he was happy an 
agreement had finally been made 
over payment towards the High 
Street. 

He said: “We asked for one mil¬ 
lion up front and the rest of the 


money loaded towards the front end 
of the payments. 

“It is great news there's a lot of 
good will towards the club and dis¬ 
appointment that after five years 
after approval the first sod of earth 
has not been cut. 

“The message was we've bent 
over backwards to help you so we 
accept the offer, but the message 
now is get on with it and we wish 
them well and hope they make a 
start as soon as possible.”

Let’s rise to the 
jobs challenge 


A PARTNERSHIP between the Yellow Advertiser and Basildon-based 
LifeSkills aims to get Essex working. The campaign to create 100 new 
apprenticeships in 100 days was launched this week. YA reporter 
Charles Thomson explains how it works and who can get involved.

THE YELLOW Advertiser has teamed 
up with LifeSkills in an attempt to cre¬ 
ate 100 new apprenticeships in 100 
days. 

Essex-based LifeSkills called on 16- 
18 year olds, to snap up vacant posi¬ 
tions. Employers are being encouraged 
to offer places to local youngsters eager 
to learn new skills. 

Leon Bernasconi, Lifeskills opera¬ 
tions director, said: “We would like 
Essex to rise to the challenge and place 
‘100 apprentices in 100 days’. 

“This would have a great impact on 
local youth unemployment figures and 


also kick start a new wave of educated 
and talented young people in local busi¬ 
nesses to ensure future economy growth 
in our area. 

“We need as many local employers 
and as many applicants as possible to 
make this happen and believe that 
together we can make 2013 the start of 
our climb out of this ‘Lost 
Generation’.” 


Apprentices can receive £100-a-week, 
and employers are being encouraged to 
sign up now before new school leavers 
flood the market in July. 

Youngsters can apply for jobs in vari¬ 
ous sectors including business admin, 
hospitality, customer services, retail and 
warehousing. All courses have English 
and maths as a central theme, with 
school leavers of all abilities catered for. 
Life Skills already works with more 
than 100 Essex based employers, but 
needs more to cater for the demand. 

A total of 87 per cent of LifeSkills 
apprentices achieve their full appren¬ 
ticeship, higher than the national rate. 

LifeSkills are interested to hear from 
young people in Year 11 of their educa¬ 
tion. Firms with less than 250 staff tak¬ 
ing on a first apprentice receive a gov¬ 
ernment grant of £1,500. They also 
receive a CV of all candidates, and are 
supported free of charge by Lifeskills 
for the first year. 

Mr Bernasconi added: “Recruitment 
agencies charge for this service, at 
LifeSkills the recruitment of the best 
candidate for the employer is provided 
free of charge. 


“There is myth that all young people 
now in Year 11 must stay at school for 
an extra year. An apprenticeship is 
encouraged as a different option to stay¬ 
ing on at school”. 

YA editor Mick Ferris said that get¬ 
ting more young people into work while 
helping them achieve academic qualifi¬ 
cations was a campaign his newspaper 
was proud to be a part of. 

He said: “I grew up in an era when 
apprenticeships were not just an inte¬ 
gral part of a young person's career 


development, but also vital to local 
economies and the growth of our indus¬ 
tries. 

“The world is a very different place 
today, but the principles of learning a 
trade through vocational experience are 
still relevant today, and I'm glad that 
communities are increasingly coming 
together to give our youngsters more 
options in the jobs market.”

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Hospices get funding boost 


FAIR HAVENS Hospice has 
received More than £110,000 in 
funding in a recent round of 
Department of Health grants. 

The funding will enable Fair 
Havens to install an Environmental 
Control System to give patients 
more independence. 

Catherine Wood, Head of Patient 
Services explained the physical 
symptoms patients experience, such 
as extreme weakness or loss of 
mobility, mean they have to rely on 
nurses or a family member to do 
things for them. 


She said: “This can be extremely 
frustrating. This system will mean 
patients can open the window, make 
a phone call to a loved one or 
change the temperature of their 
bedroom by themselves. 

“They are small but important 
things which can make a real differ¬ 
ence to their quality of life.” 

The system is wireless and works 
through a set of sensors and devices 
feeding information to a controller 
which can be fixed to a patient’s 
bed, wheelchair or wherever it is 
needed. 


The charity’s children’s hospice, 
Little Havens will also receive a 
grant for £307,900 to improve the 
family entrance by erecting a 
canopy and updating the reception 
area. 

Catherine added: “A canopy 
means as families arrive at the hos¬ 
pice, be that by car or ambulance, 
they have some shelter from the bad 
weather. 

“Children in our care often need a 
lot of cumbersome equipment, 
including wheelchairs and oxygen 
machines and a delay in unloading 


because of bad weather is impracti¬ 
cal. 

“This is even more stressful in 
emergency situations. By adding a 
small extension and re-ordering the 
family reception, which is currently 
cramped, we’ll create a more suit¬ 
able space for families as they 
arrive and for the reception team 
who welcome them. 

“Families have told us that these 
subtle improvements would give 
them more dignity and comfort in 
often difficult and challenging cir¬ 
cumstances.”

most vulnerable children, and how our chil¬ 
dren feel safe”. 

Officers reported the fostering service was 
committed to providing high quality care in 
the town and provides the best placements 
for children which helps them reach their 
full potential. 

The report also gave a good grading to 
safeguarding children with youngsters say¬ 
ing they felt they could trust their foster car¬ 
ers and feel safe and secure. 

Leadership and management also received 
a good grading with the way it works as a 
team and staff giving 100 per cent to their 
jobs. 

Cllr Courtenay said: “I think the best feed¬ 
back on how the service is doing comes not 
from Ofsted, but the children themselves, 
who have provided very positive feedback, 
not only of how they are made to feel part 
of the family, but that when things go 
wrong they know how to complain and feel 
supported by the local authority.” 

However, it was recommended the 
authority should give children information 
about the foster carer before they arrive at 
a placement. 

The report also said carers should also be 
provided with full information about the 
child they are going to care for. 

The authority was also advised to sup¬ 
port children to develop positive self 
esteem and emotional resilience. 

Cllr Courtenay added: “I have the utmost 
admiration for our foster carers in what is 
one of the most challenging, 24/7 profes¬ 
sions out there. If anyone is thinking of 
becoming a foster carer, and we are always 
looking for new foster carers from all com¬ 
munity groups, I feel this report shows that 
Southend is a great place to do so.”

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Farmers duped 
in hay bale scam 


POLICE are urging Essex 
farmers and landowners to 
beware of a scam in which 
household and business 
waste is being illegally 
dumped on open land and 
camouflaged as plastic- 
wrapped hay bales. 

The warning follows the 
discovery of about 1,500 tons 
of waste after a search war¬ 
rant was executed on land in 
south Essex. 

Officers from the 
Environment Agency (EA) 
are now concerned that other 
sites in Essex may be target¬ 
ed in the same way. 

Investigators from the EA 
believe that criminals are 
making large sums of money 
by charging to take away 
household or business waste 
but then dumping it at 
remote rural loca¬ 
tions instead of 
using official per¬ 
mitted sites. 

The rubbish is 
being compacted 
into plastic wrap¬ 
ping, capable of 
holding about half a 
ton. 

These are taken to 
fields or open land 
and built into 
haystack shapes, to 
give the impression 
that they are seem¬ 
ingly ‘normal’ plas¬ 
tic bags used by 
farmers to store hay, 
straw or silage. 

Lesley Robertson, 
an Environment 
Agency crime team 
leader, said the dis¬ 
covery of the rub¬ 
bish bales in Essex 
is believed to be 
linked to a highly- 
organised criminal 
scam. 

She said: “This is 
an emerging trend 
but the first time 
evidence of the 
scam has been 
found in south 


Essex. However, we are con¬ 
cerned that more bales may 
have been dumped elsewhere 
and we want to urge people 
to look out for these sites and 
report them to us.” 

This is a form of fly-tip¬ 
ping but on a massive and 
organised scale. The bales 
are being stored to look like 
farmers’ haystacks and the 
contents will only come to 
light if the bags tear. 

“The waste includes all 
forms of household and busi¬ 
ness rubbish such as food 
waste, plastic and cans. They 
are being dumped and aban¬ 
doned with total disregard 
for the environment, 
landowners and any member 
of the public who use the 
land. 

“We urge any landowners, 


farmers, ramblers or dog 
walkers who find these sites 
to call us immediately on our 
24-hour free incident hotline 
number 0800 80 70 60 or 
make an anonymous report 
to Crimestoppers on 0800 
555 111.” 

■ Three men, aged 19, 23 
and 47 and all from east 
London were arrested on sus¬ 
picion of depositing and stor¬ 
ing waste on an unpermitted 
site when police and the 
Environment Agency execut¬ 
ed a warrant on land off 
Arterial Road, Purfleet on 
April 10. 

They were interviewed at 
Grays police station before 
being released on bail until 
Wednesday, July 10 by EA 
officers pending further 
enquiries.

He now has an eight- 
week-old Burmese 


mountain dog. 

He said: “I couldn’t do with¬ 
out one - he is my fourth.” 

He has continued his tradition 
of naming the dogs after 
American presidents by calling 
the new pup Theodore, after 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

He said: “It’s like having a 
baby really. It’s like buying a 


new member of your family.” 

The peer, real name Paul 
White, was jailed in July 2011 
after being convicted of six 
counts of false accounting, all of 
which related to his House of 
Lords expenses. 

He has always maintained the 
he did not believe he had done 
anything wrong.

APPEAL: Police want to speak to these men in connection with an incident in Buckhurst Hill 


DETECTIVES are warning people in 
Essex and East London about an elab¬ 
orate scam that saw a man lose £5,000 
to men posing as police officers. 

Officers have also released pictures 
of men believed to be from East 
London after an incident in Buckhurst 
Hill. 

The pictures were taken by a fraud 
victim who was tricked into giving two 
men money for DNA testing. 

Bogus telephone callers rang the man 
claiming to be from the police and 
claimed his bank cards had been fraud¬ 
ulently used. 

Investigating officer, Dc Patrick 
Snape, said the victim first had a call 
from a person claiming to be from his 
bank. 


Dc Snape said: “The caller said his 
bank account had been infiltrated, 
money had been taken and he asked 
the victim to confirm his card details.” 

Shortly afterwards a man claiming to 
be ‘Pc John Bailey from the Serious 
Crime Department in London’ called 
the victim and said there had been two 
arrests in connection with the matter. 

“He asked the victim to go to a bank 
and withdraw £5,000 cash so that the 
notes could be tested for DNA.” 

The victim was told that if he helped 
in the enquiry he would get £5,500 
cash back. 

“The victim withdrew the money and 
later received a call from the bogus 
police officer who said couriers would 
call at his home to collect the money. 


“It was a very sophisticated scam and 
the victim fell for the trick. But he did 
take the precaution of photographing 
two couriers. 

“We want to hear from anyone who 
can identify the two men or from any¬ 
one who has any information at all 
about the people behind this fraud.” 

The incident in which the victim was 
tricked out of £5,000 happened on 
February 27, but at least 30 similar 
thefts or attempted frauds have been 
reported in Essex since the first of the 
scams came to light in January. 

Anyone with information about the 
two men should contact DC Snape at 
Brentwood police station on 101 or 
call Crimestoppers anonymously on 
0800 555111.

She stated that “they’re only 
horses after all and it would 
have been a lot worse if two 
jockeys had lost their lives and 
that people should remember 
that”.

Self-regulation has to be 
taken away from an industry 
such as horse racing (and grey¬ 
hound racing) that clearly has 
no respect for the animals used, 
abused and thrown out when 
they are no longer able to come 
up with the winnings.

DIRECT Roonnc 
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Farm is fun for the family 


LIZ WADE braved the snow to pay a visit to Lee Valley Park Farms 


W HILE we should have been 
basking in spring sunshine 
during a day out with the 
kids over the Easter holidays, we 
were in actual fact battling all that 
our wonderful ‘make-it-up-as-you- 
go-along’ weather system could 
throw at us. 

Like other families trying to keep 
the kids amused during the two 
week school break we decided to 
throw on extra layers of clothes to 
beat the ‘struggling to get above 
freezing’ weather and head for Lee 
Valley Park Farms in Waltham 
Abbey. 

Although the slight flurries of 
white stuff caused us to raise our 
eyebrows as we left, we in no way 
expected to be standing in the 
middle of the countryside in a bliz¬ 
zard just a couple of hours later. 

But that is exactly what hap¬ 
pened during our visit to the farm, 
which is actually two very different 
farms located right next door to 
each other - a visitors’ farm and a 
working farm.

While we shuddered during our 
tour and had to keep turning our 
bodies against the snow, which 
had by then changed to a diago¬ 
nal onslaught, we were deter¬ 
mined not to let it spoil anything. 

In actual fact it added to the whole 
experience as the animals around 
us were enjoying the snowfall, 
especially the farm’s newest 
attractions, its husky dogs. 

The dogs, located in a large pen 
behind the main farmyard, were 
particularly pleased to see my 
youngest, Josh, who took a shine 
to Kiba - an Alaskan Malamute 
cross German Shepherd - and 
began a running game with him 
up and down the fence. The 
game, which eventually involved all 
the dogs, had to come to an end 
to allow their handlers to carry out 
a ‘meet and greet’ session where 
the kids were able to get up close 
to one of the adult dogs as well as 
a mischievous puppy called Lyca. 

The huskies, who can be seen at 
the farm during weekends and 
school holidays, are actually 
owned by Flame’s Sled Dogs who 
take in rescue huskies and 
explained to us that many of their 
dogs come to them as people buy 
them not knowing how much 
looking after they need. As their 
handlers, who take the dogs 
home with them every night, 
explained, they have lost several 
sofas to the pack - including one 
that was demolished within an 
hour - we put any ideas of getting 
a husky out of our heads in the 
future. 

The Hug a Husky talk was just 
one of many talks and experiences

that were taking place at the farm 
during the day, from Critter Corner 
where you could get up close to 
scaly and furry little friends and 
Milking Time, where you could 
catch a ride on Text the Tractor to 
see the cows being milked at the 
adjacent Holyfield Hall Farm, get 
up close to Clover the cow and 
learn more about a real farm. 

These daily programmes are a 
fantastic way of helping you get 
even more out of your visit and we 
particularly enjoyed watching the 
lambs being fed. The handlers 
informed the boys that while each 
of them had a name beginning 
with the same letter, it was 
extremely hard to remember which 
was which and the process of 
feeding them became a bit of a 
memory game as to who had just 
polished off a bottle and who was 
still waiting to be fed. 


Other animals at the farm includ¬ 
ed a family of Meerkats - one of 
which was quite happy sitting at 
the top of a log enjoying the snow 
- tortoises, chipmunks, guinea 
pigs, rabbits, chinchillas and fer¬ 
rets, as well as larger animals 
including pigs and goats, some of 
which also had babies, reindeer, 
ponies, donkeys and cows. 

As well as meeting lots of ani¬ 
mals, and getting the chance to 
feed many of them as the farm 
shop sells food bags, there are 
also some added extras at the 
farm including special craft activity 
events, an indoor play area called 
the Bundle Barn, which is great on 
a cold or wet day, and the outside 
Hilltop Adventure area where 
youngsters can bounce on a giant 
jumping pillow, climb up through 
the bungee Spider Tower and 
enjoy Santa’s Launch Pad whatev¬ 


er time of year it is. The launch 
pad definitely had a festive feel 
during our snowy visit and Josh 
was happy to climb aboard one of 
its rubber rings before being 
pushed down the hill. 

In desperate need of warming up 
and thawing out our fingers and 
toes it was then off for a bite to 
eat and hot refreshments in the 
Orchard Cafe, which serves every¬ 
thing from home made cakes to 
hot dishes. 

During the warmer months and 
during peak times the farm also 
provides snacks, ice cream and 
even a BBQ from the Winning 
Post at the top of the hill. 

The farm got a huge thumbs up 
from us as there were plenty of 
things to see, do and learn, and 
despite the unseasonally cold 
weather we still had a fantastic 
time.

Back to the future 


By Andy Enright 


I t seems that it's impossible to con¬ 
sider a verdict on Peugeot's 208 
GTi without harking back to the 
205 GTi. Contemporary hot hatch 
road tests lament the fact that mod¬ 
ern hot hatches are too fat, too grip- 
py and too safe, testers getting all 
dewy-eyed as they reminisce about 
the time they entered a beet field 
backwards at 85mph in a 205. Ah, 
the nostalgia of being out of control, 
surrounded by metal with the struc¬ 
tural integrity of a Sprite can. 

Pop the bonnet and you'll find a 
1.6-litre THP 200bhp petrol engine 
coupled to a manual gearbox with 
six, close-ratio gears. With its maxi¬ 
mum torque of 275Nm and its peak 
power of 200bhp, the 208 GTi pol¬ 
ishes off the sprint to 62mph in 6.8 
seconds. In-gear re-acceleration is 
equally impressive, with the 208 GTi 
accelerating from 50 to 75mph in 
less than 7.0 seconds in fifth, high¬ 
lighting its 35Nm torque advantage 
over the Clio Renaultsport 200 
Turbo. Stiffer springs have been fit¬ 
ted and the ride height dropped by 
8mm but Peugeot hatches have 
always ridden well and this 208 is 
no exception. Body control is well- 
judged, the steering is quick-ish with 


that characteristic low, small wheel 
and there's not much in the way of 
torque steer. The chassis also feels 
pleasantly responsive mid-corner. 

There's no limited slip differential 
fitted, so if you really work the front 
tyres hard out of a bend, you will 
see precious motive power disap¬ 
pearing in tyre smoke from the 
inside front corner before the ESP 
stability control system decides 
enough is quite enough. Traction is 
otherwise more than adequate and 
the 208 GTi has that pleasant ability 
of flowing down a road quickly and 
without undue drama but can still 
play the hooligan if you choose to 
rough-house it along. It's an impres¬ 
sive showing. 

The 208 GTi certainly looks the 
part. It's all about the detailing, with 
the three-door 208 body adorned 
with a gloss black rear skirt, a trape¬ 
zoid chromed double exhaust and a 
quarter panel trim bearing the GTi 
logo. Plus there are red highlights 
throughout the vehicle, including the 
brake callipers, while the grille lower 
bead is set off by liberal use of 
'trendy once again' chrome. The 
car's stance is a little more pugna¬ 
cious than its humbler siblings but 
the overall effect is actually quite 
subtle, especially if you choose a 


version in a restrained colour. 

The interior feels more extrovert. 
With a colour scheme combining 
red, black and satin chrome and red 
GTi overstitching throughout, the 
cabin feels like a 1980s Antibes 
nightclub, but full marks to Peugeot 
for effort. 

The step of £2,000 up from the 
156bhp 208 1.6 THP to the 200bhp 
208 GTi seems fair value for money 
given the amount of extra car you 
get. Compared to its rivals, the ask¬ 
ing price of around £19,000 seems 
about on the money too, just manag¬ 
ing to undercut the Clio 200 Turbo, 
although being gazumped by the 
Fiesta ST. It's hard to complain about 
the amount of kit you get as well. 

That runs to 17-inch alloy wheels, 
a multifunction 7-inch colour touch 
screen with DAB radio, USB / 
3.5mm jack and Bluetooth with 
steering wheel mounted controls. 
ESP stability control is fitted as stan¬ 
dard, as are eight airbags and cruise 
control. Dual zone air conditioning, 
automatic lights, wipers and mirrors, 
a rear parking sensor and LED day¬ 
time running lights also feature. 

The 208 GTi turns in some frankly 
amazing numbers when it comes to 
economy and emissions. 

Remember that this is a car quick 



enough to show a clean set of 
tailpipes to something like a 
Volkswagen Scirocco GT 2.0 TSI, 
yet where that car will manage a 
combined figure of 38.2mpg, the lit¬ 
tle Peugeot returns 47.9mpg. It's 
the same story for emissions. The 
Scirocco would manage 172g/km, 
the 208 GTi a mere 139g/km. Now 
I'd fully accept your point that these 
two cars aren't direct rivals, after all 
there's a £7,000 price disparity 
between them, but it just goes to 
illustrate that the GTi is all about get¬ 
ting results and doing it with some 
polish. 

The reliability of the 208's running 
gear is already well known through 
developments from partner compa¬ 
nies, so there's little to worry about 
there. Even the infotainment system 
can be augmented on an ongoing 
basis by downloading updates. 
About the only fly in the ointment is 
a group 30 insurance rating that 
may deter younger customers. 

Times change and those wishing 


Peugeot would build a car that feels 
like a 205 GTi had better wise up. 
It's not going to happen. Go play a 
ZX Spectrum emulator on your lap¬ 
top if you want a nostalgia fix. 
Instead, the French company has 
done the right thing and brought us 
a properly grown up hot hatch that 
has nuances to its personality and 
no shortage of driver appeal. About 
the only complaints I'd level against 
it are that the steering might be a lit¬ 
tle taciturn, the engine could have a 
little more in the way of aural fire¬ 
works and that the touchscreen 
interface feels as if it's been 
designed by a French committee. 
During a strike day. 

Other than that, there's a lot to 
like. It's seriously quick, the ride and 
handling compromise is extremely 
well-judged and will work on British 
roads, the pricing is good, there's 
plenty of standard equipment, and 
the interior reminds you that you're 
in something a little different from 
the norm every time you get in.

Spring clean your car 



H ave you neglected 
your car this winter? 
Because it was damp 
and miserable over the win¬ 
ter months, have you not 
given it the attention it 
deserves? This could com¬ 
promise your safety and 
cost you more on repairs 
and maintenance in the 
long term. Now is the time 
when you should wash your 
car properly and give it a 
thorough check over to 
ensure you enjoy safe, reli¬ 
able motoring through the 
warmer months. 

Here, we're looking at 10 
tasks that you should per¬ 
form as part of a spring 
check-up: 

Car Spring Clean - 
Ten Tasks 


1. Wash your car thor¬ 
oughly - paying particular 
attention to the wheel arch¬ 
es, behind or beneath the 
bumpers and the sills below 
the doors. Better still, if you 
don't fancy doing it your¬ 
self, treat your car to a 
spring clean offered by one 
of the many Car Hand 
Washing businesses that 
have become so popular 
these days. It may cost you 
a few pounds but the time 
saved is well worth it! 

2. Clean inside the engine 
bay and remove any soggy 
leaves. 


3. Clean the wheels using 
a proprietary cleaner. (You 
can do a better job if you 
remove each wheel in turn, 
but only if you know how to 
do it safely - see your 
owner's manual!). Also 
check the condition of the 
tyres. 

4. Now, vacuum the interi¬ 
or thoroughly - including 
inside the luggage space. 
Remove rubber mats and 
scrub them clean; use a 
suitable cleaner on uphol¬ 
stery and carpets. 

5. Polish the paintwork - 
one panel at a time, so you 
can keep track of what 
you've done. 

6. Check for chips and 
scratches in the paintwork 
and touch these up. 


7. Clean thoroughly all 
glass - inside and out - as 
well as headlamps and 
other lights, plus door mir¬ 
rors. 

8. Check the condition of 
the wiper blades, which will 
have been used a lot in the 
winter. Don't forget the rear 
wiper. 

9. Inspect the exhaust 
system for corrosion. 

10. Finally, lightly lubricate 
all hinges and door locks 
and apply a little petroleum 
jelly to the battery terminals. 

Remember, regular servic¬ 
ing and maintenance of 
your car can maintain its 
resale value, save you 
money, and make it safer to 
drive.
